EDISON RALLIES

Des Moines, Iowa, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
Star boarders, not a wit particular 
as to their diet, are the worry of 
mid-western farmers this summer. 
Over wide areas of five grain belt 
states these guests, millions of hun­ 
gry grasshoppers, have demonstrat­ 
ed the versatility of their eating 
ability. 
They have literally de­ 
voured everything from grain and 
chairmanship j gloves to feathers and fork handles. 
A steady menu of com, alfalfa 
or other grains brings no murmur 
of discontent from the hoppers. In 
South Dakota one 1.600-acre grain 
field was chewed bare by the insect 
visitors. 
But when these foods are 
exhausted they readily turn to other 
less edible substances. 
Bran moistened with molasses is 
their delight, and downfall. By sea­ 
soning this delicacy with poison, 
farmers and entomologists have suc­ 
ceeded in curbing the pests in many 
sections of North and South Dakota, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Minnesota. This

Blamed The Heat

a stream, are distorted when they 
pass. 
But. gently striking a smooth, 
curved pole, the waves flow around 
It and emerge beyond without dis­ 
turbance or distortion. 
The 
same principle, he 
points 
out, applies to waves of sound trav­ 
eling through the air. The old mi­ 
crophone. with its irregular bottom 
surface, would break the smooth 
flow of sound, especially of sounds 
coming from behind it. 
The new design, almost a perfect 
sphere, allows sound waves com­ 
ing from any direction to flow un­ 
broken around its surface and into 


the diaphragm. 
The principle involved is old, but 
Miller takes credit for his concep­ 
tion of a mechanical form for Its 
application to sound recording—a 
credit he shares with a tiny black 
ash tray!

But it is perhaps in Connection 
with women th a t the senate’s love 
for the old order of things is more 
easily seen. 
G ranting privileges of the floor 
to women, not so long ago, a practi­ 
cally unheard of thing, is still jeal­ 
ously guarded.
